Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  for 
19^5?  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959 
and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/66  of  11th  January  1966. 

The  vital  statistics  give  reasonable  cause  for  satisfaction  with  a 
vigorous  rise  in  the  birth  rate  and  a  drop  in  the  percentage  of  illegtimate 
live  births.  Though  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  stillbirths 
and  infant  deaths,  the  overall  Corrected  Death  Rate  was  less  than  the  national 
average  and  there  was  no  Maternal  Mortality.  It  is  unfortunate  that  there  was 
an  increase  in  highly  preventable  lung  cancer  deaths,  as  in  the  country  as  a 
whole,  but  one  can  derive  some  ccmfort  from  the  statement  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  national  anti- smoking  campaign  is 
beginning  to  have  effect,  especially  among  younger  people.  For  the  first  time, 
it  is  possible  this  year  to  include  a  Five  Year  Table  of  certain  vital 
statistics  with  comparative  figures  for  Somerset  and  England  and  Wales. 

On  the  environmental  hygiene  side,  the  reconstruction  of  a  sewage  dispose 
works  and  the  sewering  of  another  village  was  commenced. 

This  year  the  Bath  &  West  Chow  was  welcomed  to  its  permanent  site  at 
Prestleigh  and  much  advice  and  help  was  given  by  the  public  health  staff  to  its 
organisers  "both  before  and  after  the  Show. 

As  might  be  expected  in  a  rural  community,  investigation  of  cattle-borne 
infections  took  up  a  large  amount  of  time,  as  did  the  increased  throughput  of 
animals  at  the  local  slaughterhouse,  particularly  of  Scottish  calves. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff 
for  their  contribution  to  this  Report  and  continued  support  at  all  times  -  also 
to  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  and  Council  Members  for  their  kind 
co-operation .

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS'  FOR  19^5 

(the  figures  are  in  general  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached 
to  them  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made)  . 


Population 

An  increase  of  4-0  over  the  mid-year  population  for  the  previous  year  was 
again  estimated  by  the  Registrar-G-eneral,  and  births  exceeded  deaths  by  50 . 


.Births 

hive  Births  -  totalled  3^  more  than  in  19^4-  with  a  corresponding  rise  in 
the  Birth  Rate  which  when  adjusted  by  the  Area  Births  Comparability  Factor 
gives  a  figure  better  than  that  of  the  County  or  England  and  Wales.  The. 
percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  less  than  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year  and  less  than  that  of  the  County. 

Still  Births  -  were  1  more  than  in  19^4  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was 
higher  than  the  County  and  National  figures. 

Deaths 

All  Ages  -  totalled  19  more  than  in  the  previous  year  giving  a  Corrected 
Death  Rate  higher  than  that  of  the  County  but  less  than  the  National  average. 

Infant  Deaths  -  totalled  2  more  than  in  1964-*  giving  increased  Infant 
Mortality,  Neo-Natal,  Mortality  and  Perinatal  Mortality  rates  but  the  Early  Neo- 
Natal  Mortality  Rate  was  better  than  that  of  the  County  as  a  whole. 


Maternal  Mortality  -  was  again  nil . 

Causes  of  Mortality 

Cardio -Vascular  Diseases  -  caused  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  again; 
and  there  was  an  increase  of  4-  over  the  previous  year.  .Of  these,  Coronary 
and  Other  Heart  Diseases  accounted  for  34-  deaths  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the 
Nervous  System  for  18. 

Cancer  Deaths  -  rose  by  4-  again,  to  30  deaths,  and  with  regard  to  site, 
lung  cancer  led  with  an  increased  total  of  1 1  deaths,  followed  by  Lymphatic 
and  Other  Neoplasms  with  10  and  Cancer  of  the  Breast  with  4-.  This  year,  two 
of  the  lung  cancer  deaths  were  amongst  females.

There  is  little  to  comment  on  here;  of  the  3  new  cases,  of  Tuber cul© sis  • 
notified,  2  were  in  the  same  family  whilst  the  third  was  unrelated  both  in  time 
or  locality. 
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AM'- UAL  RETURN  OF  FOOD  POISONING-  NOTIFICATIONS 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  as  such  were  notified  but  12  rases  of 
varied  salmonella  infections  not  proven  food  borne  were  investigated  during 
the  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Public  Health  laboratory,  Bath. 

During  the  course  of  these  investigations,  a  salmonella  of  the  same 
phage  type  as  in  some  of  the  cases  was  isolated  from  the  lairage-  of  a 
slaughterhouse  in  the  District  but  not  from  the  slaughterhouse  itself;  this 
organism  was  identical  with  that  responsible  for  a  cattle  infection  on  a 
farm  outside  the  District  which  sent  animals  to  this  slaughterhouse. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  lairage  and  drains  of  the  slaughterhouse  to 
be  disinfected.

(A)  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Main  Supplies 

(the  following  information  was  kindly  provided  by  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company) . 

(a)  G-eneral  The  public  supplies  of  water  in  the  District  were 
adequate.  All  raw  water  is  chlorinated  "before  being  passed  into  the 
mains.

120  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined*  many  of  which 
showed  evidence  of  contamination,  but  not  to  the  extent  that  the 
subsequent  treatment  by  chlorination  proved  inoperative.

A1  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  all 
proved  satisfactory.  The  water,  hov/ever,  is  very  hard,  but  this 
hardness  is  mainly  temporary  -  due  to  the  presence  of  bicarbonates 
of  lime  and  magnesium  which  are  precipitated  when  the  water  is 
heated. 

(c)  Lead  Solvency  The  water  supplies  of  the  District  are  not  known 
to  have  any  dissolving  effect  on  lead. 

(d)  Extensions  to  Public  Mains  The  extension  of  the  public  supply  to 
the  Brook  House  Inn  area  of  Ditcheat,  and  the  main  extension  at  Oakhill 
(Ashwick  Parish)  were  carried  out  during  the  year.

3 •  Individual  Private  Supplies 

195  houses  in  the  District  (5*7 h)  are  still  supplied  with  water 
from  individual  wells  or  springs,  a  slight  decrease  on  last  year.  175  of 
these  houses  have  the  water  laid  on  internally,  and  20  rely  on  an  external 
well  or  spring.  In  most  cases  these  houses  with  individual  private  supplies 
are  in  out-lying  areas  where  the  main  supplies  are  not  available. 


Samples  were  taken  from  some  of  these  private  supplies,  sampling 
being  mainly  concentrated  on  houses  with  an  external  well  or  spring.

Table  A  on  page  2h  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  houses  in  each 
Parish.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  3*404  houses  in  the  District,  3141  (92. 3^) 
have  a  piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main  or  a  private  main. 

1 75  (5.1%)  have  spring  or  well  water  laid  on  internally,  and  20  (0.6fc)  of  the 
houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside  well  or  spring.  The  majority  of  these  £0 
houses  with  an  outside  well  or  spring  are  unfit,  and  will  be  dealt  with  under. 
Slum  Clearance  Procedure.  The  number  of  houses  relying  on  a  standpipe 
supply  was  reduced  by  7* 

Table  B  on  page  25  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that  3*032 
houses  in  the  District  (89^0  obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from  the 
public  mains  and  1 09  (3*2Jk)  from  private  mains.

(d;  Cranmore  It  was  decided  to  abandon  the  scheme  for  West  Cranmore  only  and 
to  adopt  an  amended  scheme  to  include  i'll  Hallows  School  at  hast  Cranmore . 
Various  revisions  to  the  site  of  the  disposal  works  had  to  be  made.  It  was 
noted  that  an  up-to-date  estimate  for  the  cost  of  this  amended  scheme  was  now 
£65,000, 

(e)  Generally  The  Council  considered  future  sewerage  schemes  and  decided 
the  following  priorities  :-  (l  )  Lydford,  (2)  Batcombe  and  »7est  combe,

Table  B  on  page  25  shows  the  number  of  houses  in  the  District  drained 
to  a  public  sewer  at  the  end  of  1 965  as  1,477  (43*4/1)  an  increase  of  144  over 
the  previous  year.  1,505  houses  (44.25)  are  drained  to  cesspits  or  septic 
tanks  and  422  houses  (l2.4f)  have  no  drainage  or  have  unsatisfactory  drainage 
(25  less  than  in  1965). 

(C)  CLOUTS  AND  OTHER  SANITARY  FACILITIES 


Table  B  on  page  '25  shows  that  2,962  houses  in  the  District  (88/  )  have 
a  water  closet,  an  increase  of  82  on  last  year.  Ten  houses  (Q.j^)  have  shared 
closets,  402  houses,  (11. 8/?)  have  a  pail  or  chemical-  closet,  (18  less  than  last 
year)  and  30  houses  (0.8^)  have  a  privy  closet  (2  less  than  last  year)  .  The 
Table  also  shows  that  149  houses  in  the  District  (4.4/0  have  no  sink  and  889 
(26. I^-)  have  no  bath. 

#  (d)  refuse  colllction  and  disposal-/  salvage 

1 .  Refuse  Collection  The  Council’s  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  1 8-  cub . 
yard  Refuse  Lorry  completed  its  third  year  of  service.  The  crew  of,  driver 
and  two  loaders  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service.  The  fortnightly 
collection  for  each  Parish  continued. 

2.  Disposal  The  Tip  at  Moorwood,  Ashwick,  continued  in  operation  and  was  kept 
in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition  by  the  refuse  lorry  crew  and.  part-time 
Tip  attendant. 

3.  Lalvage  3  tons  17  cwts  of  scrap  metal  was  despatched  to  the  Dealers  during 
the  year,  and  the  Council  received  £12.l8,7d  (compared  to  £42. 2. 3d  for  the 
previous  year) .  Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  in  disposing  of  the  scrap  metal.

5 .  Rats  and  Mice  Sixty-eight  complaints  were  received  of  rats  in  dwelling 
houses,  and  seven  complaints  were  received  of  rats  infesting,  other  premises. 
Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  one  case  of  mice  infestation.  The  Council’s 
Part-time  Rodent  Operator  continued  routine  inspection  of  houses  for  rats 
and  the  Council’s  sewers  at  Croscombe,  Doulting,  Uvercreech,  Gurney  ulade, 
Holcombe*  Oakhill*  Pilton*  Stoke  St.  Michael*  and  Stratton-on-the-Fosse* 
were  tested  and  treated  where  necessary.  It  was  again  necessary  to  treat 
the  stream  at  Croscombe.  Fifteen  business  premises  and  1 06  houses  'were 
treated  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  97  treatments  of  the  Council’s 
sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  were  also  carried  out. 

6.  Insect  Pests  One  'wasps  nest  was  destroyed*  and  treatment  was  given  for 
woodlice*  flies  and  spiders. 

7.  Factories  Table  I  on  Page  30  shows  the  position  with  regard  to 
Factories.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  thirty-one  Outworkers  on  the 
Council  list*  all  employed  in  the  Gloving.  Industry. 

8.  Offices*  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act*  1 9&A  With  the  existing  staff* 
little  was  able  to  be  done  in  respect  of  enforcing  the  Act. 

9.  Dwill  Plants  The  powers  with  respect  to  the  Licensing  of  Swill  Plants 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  ('Waste  Foods)  Order,  1 957^  were  delegated  to 
the  Council  in  1958  by  the  County  Council.  There  are  two  licences  in  force. 

10.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act*  19^3  Four  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the  Council’ s  Consultant  Veterinary 
Officers. 

11 .  Atmospheric  Pollution  In  co-operation  with  H.  M.  Alkali  Inspector, 
investigations  were  carried  out  at  various  Quarries  emitting  dust.  The 
attention  of  the  Owners  was  drawn  to  the  necessary  reduction  of  dust 
emission .
